Must It Happen Here?
GRIM WARNING: Suppose 

you were sitting at a pleas­ 
ant and bountiful banquet ta­ 

ble in a country club with 
about 400 of your fellow 
townsmen, and you heard the 
speaker for the occasion be­ 
gin with these startling

"You arc all doomed to death. 
You are doomed to destruc­ 
tion, torture, starvation and 
death, exactly as are those 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
Whether this death sentence 
on you and your children will 
be carried out will depend on 
you and what you will do 
about it. The sentence has 
already been passed and you 
are doomed, at least in t h e 
minds of the men In the Krem­ 
lin."

What would you think, you 
well washed, well-dressed, well 
fed American that the speak­ 
er was a crackpot, fanatic, 
alarmist? That's exactly what
the men in the Kremlin want 

you to think. But If you were 
like those of us who recent 
ly heard the noted Hungarian 
diplomat, statesman, and eco­ 
nomist, Dr. Nicholas Nyaradl, 
you would suddenly lose inter­ 
est in the rest of your apple 
pie and coffee. Your compla­ 
cency would be gone on the In­ 
stant; you would sit very 
still, so still you could hear 
a pin drop, and you would 
listen.

EXPERIENCE: You would 

listen because you knew this 
man was speaking from per­ 
sonal and intimate knowledge 
)f Communist plans and meth­ 
ods As former Minister of

Finance for Hungary, Dr. 
Nyaradi suffered through the 
"liberation" of his country. At 
the end of World War II, fol­ 
lowing the stupid and disas­ 
trous (for the West) Yalta 
and Potsdam agreements, he 
was sent by his government 
to Moscow where he spent 
seven months negotiating ex­ 
tortionate war claims with 
the Kremlin bandits. Fighting 
a desperate battle against 
communism in his own coun 
try, he felt the full force of 
the Soviet iron fist and fin­ 
ally fled its terror to seek 
refuge in America.

Dr. Nyaradi is now chairman 
of the Department of Econo­ 
mics at Bradley University, 
Peoria, 111. Since 1949 he has 
labored unceasingly to alert 
Americans --- from his class­ 
rooms, from lecture platforms, 
over radio and television, In 
magazines and newspapers, 
and In his vitally important 
book, "My Ringside Seat In 
Moscow" (Thomas Y. Crowell 
Co., New York). But still his 
urgent warnings have not 
been heard or read by nearly 
enough Americans.
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OUR WEAKNESS: Ameri­ 

ca's greatest weakness and 
the Kremlin's greatest weap­ 
on, far more dangerous to us 
than hydrogen or atomic 
bombs, said Dr. Nyaradi, is 
our complacency the feeling 
that "It can't happen here"; 
that we're too intelligent, too 
enlightened, lor such a thing 
to happen to us. They once 
thought that in Hungary, too, 
and then the Red hordes roll­ 
ed over their country, not as 
an attacking army but as "lib-

SOVIET LIBERATION: 

Often, above the Voice of 
America on their radios, they 
could hour Irom outside Ihe 
screams of neighl ors ami re­ 
latives who couldn't escape, 
and then the shots of their 
Soviet executioners. They 
could hear the raucous scouts 
and ribald laughter of Rus­ 
sian soldier-i as they raced 
through the streets of Buda­ 
pest In Jeeps and American 
command cars running 
down fleeint: Hungarian girls.
